an elongate hollow cylindrical body formed of a transluoenl material having a first 
and a spaced apart second end; 

an elongate fluorescent lamp disposed within said body, and having a first end 
extending conductor pins and a spaced, jpart second end with extending condu 
pins; 

a first socket for receiving said pins of said first md of said lamp; 

a cap secured to said first end of said body for retaining said first socket within said 
end of said body, 

a second socket for receiving said pins of said second end of said lamp; 

a handle secured to said second end of said body for retaining said second socket wj 
said second end of said bo dy, said body being the only external connec 
between said can and said handle: 

an electrical conductor for providing electrical communication between a sourcej 
electrical energy and said lamp, said conductor. extending throng said handle; 

a support means for supporting the assembly. 



2. (Original) A utility li^l assembly as defined in Claim 1 wherein said cap is fbnne^ 
a pair of mating sections. 



3 . (Cunently Amended) A utility light asseihbly as defined in Claim i 1 including a 
extending inwardly of each of said mating sections of said c^. 



4. (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in Claim 3 wherein said body is 
with apertures for receiving respective ones of said bossai. 
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5. (OriginaJ) A utility ligW assembly as defnied in Claim 3 wherein said first socket is 
maintained in said hollow cylindrical body by at least one of said bosses. 

6. (Ori ginal ) A Utility light assembly as defin^ in Claim 1 wherein said handle is fora ed 
of a pair of mating sections. 



7, (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in Claim 6 including a boss extend ng 
inwardly of each of said mating sections of said handle. 

8. (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in claim 7 wherein said body is fora ed 
with apciiures for receiving respective ones of said bosses. 



9. (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in Claim 1 wherein said support mtim 
includes at least one hook for holding the assembly in different positiems of use. 



10. (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in claim 9 wherein said at least one he ok 
is pivotally mounted. 



11. (Original) A utility light assembly as d« 
hook is mounted to one of said cap and said handle.

14. (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in Claim 12 wherein said at least < me 
clip stand is rotatably attached to the assembly. 
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15. (Currently Amended) A utility light assembly comprising: 
an elongate hollow cylindrical body formed of a translucent material having a first 

and a spaced apart second end; 
an elongate fluorescent lamp mounted within said body; 
a cap secured to said first end of said body for retaining said lamp in said body; 
a handle secured to said second end of said body for retaining said lamp in said body,_s^ 
body being the only external connection between said cap and said handle: 
an electrical conductor for providing electrical connmmication between a source j of 
electrical enei^ and said lamp, said conductor extending through said handle; 
a pair of clip stands for supporting the assembly, onc of said clip stands being releasally 
attached to said cap kid another of said clip stands being releasably attachec^to 
said handle. 

16. (Original) A utility light assembly as defmed in Claim 15 wherein each of said clip 
stands is rotatably received in a groove formed in a corresponding one of said cap and s^id 
handle. 

17. (Original) A utility light assembly as defmed in Claim 15 wherein each of said clip 
stands includes a C-shaped clip formed of a resilient material for releasably engaging 
corresponding one of said cap and said handle. 

1 8. (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in Claim 15 including at least one hc|ok 
for holding the assembly in different poations of use. 

19. (Original) A utility light assembly as defined in claim 18 wherein said at least <|ne 
hook is pivotally mounted. 
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20. (New) A utility light assembly comprising: 

an elongate hollow cylindrical body formed of a translucent material having a first e nd 
and a spaced apart second end; 
an elongate fluorescent lamp mounted within said body; 

a cap secured to said first end of said body for retaining said lamp in said body; and 
a handle secured to said second end of said bcjdy for retaining said lamp in said body, s lid 
body being the only connection between said cap and said handle. 
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
